Frank  Keene,  a  loyal  son  of  Eynn,  identified  during  his  whole  life  with  the  peculiar 
industry  of  his  native  place  —  a  devoted  husband  and  father  —  an  intelligent  collector  of 
rare  books  and  prints  illustrative  of  our  local  history,  a  man  of  winning  social  gifts,  an 
enthusiastic  naturalist,  the  author  of  our  list  of  wild  birds,  died  February  n,  1903.
